The Strain of. 


Sinee the atinowneemen that the 
; Entente Allies and the United Sta- 
tes had definitely decided to send 
a military ¢xpedition to Siberia 
to assist the Czecho-shovaks “and 
other loyal. and independent fac- 
tions in their struggle against the 
Bolsheviki and the Germans, the 
eyes of more-than half the world 
have been focussed on the north- 
etn Asia, watching the brave fight 
which the opponents of Prussian- 
ism have been waging and hoping 
that they will be able to hold 
their own until help Arrives. 

Already the Japanese have lan- 
ded a formidable force and more 
and more are following as rapidly 
as they can be mobilized. It will 
probably be some months before 
the British, French, Italians and 
other units are ready to take the 
field, but already tremendous in- 
terest is being taken in the prepar- 
ations i 


since it has become known that 
the Dominion is to share in the ex- 
pedition and that soldiers of this 
country will be sent across the Pa- 
cifie to fight for the first time on 
the great continent of Asia. 

It is no more than natural that 
Canada should be deeply interes- 
ted in Siberia. Asiatic Russia is 
last great undeveloped land lying 
in the temperate zone. Its climate 
and phySical characteristics are 
in many respects very similar to 
those of our own country. It has 
vast forests and rivers, great ar- 
eas of rich virgin soil waiting for 
the plough, valuable mineral de- 
posits which have as yet only been 
scratched on their surface, and 
untold wealth in furs. All these 
natural resources are those with 
the developments of which Cana- 
dians are most familiar. 

The fact, therefore, that sever- 
al thousand Canadians are to be 
sent to Siberia on a military ex- 
pedition should prove the entering 
wedge of what.will eventually be 
a most valuable conneetion for this 
country. The officers and men 
who will comprise the Canadian- 
Siberian expeditionary Sorce are 
not professional soldiers, They 
are business men, manufacturers, 
travelling salesmen, farmers, lum- 
bermen—in fact they are average 
Canadians, most of whom will find 
there some interest akin to that 
in which they were engaged in the 
days before the war, and who will 
to use a Biblical expression, spy 
out this. great northern land in 
in that of 

who re- 


their own behalf and 
their felloweountry men 
main at home. 

There is a great future for Can- 
ada in this Siberian expedition. 
Geographically we are much clo- 
ser to northeastern Asia than is 
any European country but Russia 
For Centuries Siberia has been 
practicaly closed to the world as 
a result of the settled policy of 
generation after generation of 
Russian autocracy. When stable 
government is at length achieved 
—as it undoubtedly will be as soon 
as peace comes, if not sooner—a 
situation will arise there which ex- 
isted when the Canadian west was 
first colonized. There will be rail- 
ways to be built,hydro-electric 
power to be developed, millions of 
acres of virgin soil to be broken up 
and cultivated, forests to be felled 
and sawed into lumber, coal, iron 
and precious metal deposits to be 
mined, and a thousand and one 
other natural resources and trade 
resources to be exploited. 

In all this development Canad- 
ians can and should have their 
share. Our government, it is hop- 
ed, is alive to the unlimited possi- 
bilities, which exist, and will bend 
every effort to obtain information 
that will be of use to the army of 
trade and commerce of which 
the Canadian Siberian expedition 
ary force will really be the advan 
ce guard, and to guide and direct 
the energies of those who will bear 
the brunt of the pioneer work in 
what will be the last great feat of 


colonization the world will ever 
seen.

On Friday last the Day Block, 
Lacombe'’s handsomest business 
block, was totally destroyed by 
fire, 

Fire was discovered about sev- 
en o'clock; at the corner occupied 
by the Lacombe Cafe, and the al- 
arm immediately sent in. The fire 
brigade responded promptly, but 
the fire had gained such headway 
before being discovered that.it was 
seen that any attempt to save the 
building was useless, and all eff- 
orts were made to prevent the 
flames from spreading to A. Ur- 
quhart and Co's departmental 
store, In this the brigade was suc- 
cessful, although at times the roof 
caught fire, and it was only by 
strenuos work that further dama- 
ge was prevented. The origin of 
the fire is not known,. but it is the 
opinion of the firemen that it had 
been smouldering a long while be- 
for it was discovered. 

The building was occupied by 
the Lacombe Cafe, a new institu- 
tion, and had been in operation 
about a month. The loss to this 
concern is heavy, as the propriet- 
ors had just completed installing 
a complete set of fixtures, and car- 
ried a large stock of fruits and 
confectionery. No insurance was 
carried by this firm. 

Next to the Cafe was the office 
of John McKenty, and with the ex- 
ception of a few papers, he lost the 
entire contents of his office. He 
has taken temporary quarters with 
PD. Cameron, next to the post office 
but intends opening his office in 
the building next to Trimble and 
Garland’s office on Allen Street. 

The MeDermid Drug (Co. are 
probably the heaviest loosers am- 
ong the tenants. Their magnifi- 
cent stock of drugs and sundries 
was completetly destroyed, noth- 
ing whatever being saved. This 
firm, we understand, have purch- 
ased the drug business of Mr. A. 
Creighton, and took possession on 
Tuesday. . 

The upstairs of the building was 
oceupied by several tenants, Mr. 
and Mrs. Paddison, Mrs. Kent, and 
others losing nearly all their house 
hold goods and clothing. Dr. Hy- 
nes, who had his offices there, lost 
his X-Ray machine, all his library 
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A. Urquhart & Co. having had a considerable quantity.of Dry Goods and Gents’ Furnishinge 
damaged by water and smoke, during the recent fire in adjoining building, will at an early 
date offer all damaged goods at Big Reductions.
